Rome Hears 
Holy Father 
'Going Fast' 


False Report That 
He Had Died Adds 
To Rising Tension

It was reliably reported that the 


Pope had been given Extreme 
Unction — the last rite for the 
dying or those in danger of death 
— for the second time. It had been 
given for the first time as he lay 
in a .coma Monday after his first 
stroke. 


At noon (6 a.m. EST), a Vati- 


can radio broadcaster, speaking 
from the Pope's 
antechamber, 


said at the time the Pope was 
"resting:" 


He added'that the Condition of 


the pontiff was unchanged from 
that reported in the medical bulle- 
tin which several hours before had 
announced the second stroke and 
said the ''ope had made some 
slight improvement. 


The broadcaster said the Pope's 


temperature was 37 degrees cen- 
tigrade (98.6 Fahrenheit), normal, 
but his pulse was '103. very high.

Better And Better 


FROM TIME to time American 


• industrial civilization is assailed 
as 


seeming to put a premium on material 
things which don't last. This is the land 
where we trade in cars. TV sets, 
vacuum cleaners, refrigerators and a 
host of other items for new models 
every few years. We even bounce 
around a lot from house to newer 
house. Our critics say we don't build 
for permanence, that we always have 
an eye on the "replacement market" 
as a means of keeping the economy 
flowing at high pace. 


CERTAINLY no 
businessman 


worth his salt sniffs disdainfully at the 
idea of a good, steady replacement 
market. It gives his business a wel- 
come element of stability. But it is 
quite shortsighted and unfair to assert 
that because our economy is rooted in 
constant change that we therefore build 
shabbily. Shoddy producers there are, 
and always have been. But they are a 
tiny minority. The fact is, as the maga- 
zine Business Week currently notes, 
that a powerful generating force behind 
this continual change is a "willingness 
—even eagerness—to scrap something 
perfectly good in order to get some- 
thing better." One of the reasons we 
are world industrial leaders is that we 
never rest with what we have but are 
always seeking to improve our plant, 
our processes and our products. Even 
before the great Russian challenge, we 
understood that to be content with 
what we had just because it was "good" 
was to court economic stagnation. 


IT'S A FUNNY thing that this 


approach draws criticism in the realm 
of peacetime industry but is considered 
vital in the defense field. With weapons, 
the premium is always upon change to 
incorporate the latest advances. There 
is great fear of "freezing" production 
of obsolete models which could give a 
more progressive enemy crucial advan- 
tage. The principle of steady change 
to turn out better and better products 
obviously gives vibrant life to the 
whole fabric of our economy. Sticking 
to it is absolutely essential if we arc 
to exert leadership in both the goods 
of peacetime living and the weapons of 
defense.

IT'S DIFFICULT these days to dis- 


cover the point where science fiction 
ends and Space Age realities start. This 
is especially true for the more elderly 
among us. But there's one fact that 
those who (cm! to be confused can 
cling to. This is it: The fuel used to 
hurl the biggest of these new-fangled 
satellites up there in space is kero- 
sene. Of course it's mixed up with 
liquid oxygen to make it burn faster, 
but that kerosene is an old friend for 
a lot of fellows. They're the guys who

have to loosen the cap on the opposite 
side to let air in. They know the stuff 
stains like the very dickens and their 
mothers would holler if they didn't use 
a funnel to get the "oil" neatly into the 
little openings in the lamps. And a lot 
of them will never forget the funny 
laslc when they got dosed with old- 
fashioned "cold remedies" like kero- 
sene and sugar and kerosene mixed 
with goos grease.

SACRAMENTO — Republican 


Governor Goodwin J. Knight has 
sped 
the 'parting guest. Vice 


President Nixon, with an outright 
refusal to endorse 
Republican 


Senator William F. Knowland for 
the Governorship. 


Nixon had argued that what 


Knight needed to win the U. S. 
Senate seat vacated by Knowland 
was the Republicans Knight lost 
in the primary. The Governor 
hardly paused to glance at those 
birds in the bush. They don't like 
him and it's mutual—in spades. 


Instead Knight is toying with 


a brink of his own—the brink of 
outright repudiation of Knowland. 
Over the weekend he edged close 
to it with a public hint that he 
might not vote for Knowland in 
November. Significantly, loo, he 
broke bus long silence, on the big 
Trinity River water project here 
and endorsed Federal construc- 
tion of its power facilities. This 
again puts him with the Demo- 
crats and directly at odds with 
Knowland. 


HE HAS never really seen any 


reason to associate himself with 
Knowland whom he thinks was 
doomed from the start by his 
zealous commitment to the right- 
to-work Initiative. It was not lost 
on Knight that Nixon himself 
ducked that»issue while here, 
though as a Californian, Nixon 


will find it on the ballot he casts 
in November. 


The Governor has noted also 


the continuing and ever larger 
Democratic totals in the registra- 
tions just concluded. Unofficial 
reports say that the new Demo-, 
cratic recruits out-number Re- 
publicans 3 to 1 and that this ob- 
tains in the -slate's four most 
populous counties. Democrats al- 
ready had a 3-2 edge in registra- 
tion. 


This "speaks for itself," ac- 


cording to Knight. It also speaks 
for his determination to hang on 
to his friends in the opposition 


. party on whom his whole hope of 
defeating Rep. Clair Englc jests. 


THE VICE President also found 


the state party's treasury in sad 
s>taie, one report having it that 
contribulions were running only a 
fifth of the campaign's estimated 
cost. Nixon \vorkcd over the GOP 
fat cats in a scries^of private 
meetings, holding out .Ij^ (hern the 
specter of disaster at the polls by 
which they would' lose-all their 
long hold on state government.

Demos Second After Labor As GOP Target 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) 
-The 


role of organized labor's political 
activity in this year's election 
campaign is a funny one. 


From the Republican point of 


view, it would appear thai the 
GOP is more frightened of union 
political action.groups than it is 
of the Democratic party. 


At COPE — the AFL-CIO Com- 


mittee on Political Education — 
the saying is that "The GOP 
is running against Walter Rcuther 
in 21 states." 


These would be 18 northeastern 


states and the three Pacific coast 
Males where unions arc strong- 
est. South of the Ohio and west 
of the Mississippi to the Rockies, 
COPE 
admittedly doesn't 
cut 


much ice, though it has paper or- 
ganizations in 48 stales. 


REUTHKR. of course, isn't run- 


ning for anything. He has been 
in serious trouble all year, try- 
ins to get new contracts for his 
United Auto Workers. Its treasury 
IK.S been hard hit by the reces- 
sion. Rcuther isn't considered 
nearly as big a guy or as big a 
threat as he was two years ago.

THIRD section of the GOP doc- 


ument lists labor union political 
expenditures in 1956. I', is based 
on reports which all political or- 


ganizations must make to Con- 
gress. 


In summary, it shows that eight 


of the principal union political 
action groups out of 40 reporting 
made contributions to about 025 
campaign funds for a total of,$t- 
620,000. There arc many duplica- 
tions. The average conlribution 
was $175, which isn't very big. 


The eight groups were COPE, 


Auto Workers, Steel Workers, 
Machinists Nonpartisan Political 
League, Inlernalional Ladies Gar- 
menl Workers Campaign Commil- 
tce. Railway Labor's Political 
League, Trainmen's Political Ed- 
ucation League and Amalgamat- 
ed Clothing Workers Political 
Fund. 


All 
Ihese 
organizations are 


again 'active this year, but not 
nearly as active as they were two 
years ago. The money they spent 
— ranging from $9,700 from the 
Trainmen for 75 candidates lo 
$245,000 from UAW for 150 and 
$694,000 from COPE for 300 — 
was collected in a presidential 
election year when there was 
more interest.

While here he joined with the 
French Ambassador for a cham- 
pagne tasting, to which have 
been invited local leaders of so- 
ciety, Federal bigwigs, and those 
on expense accounts.

Street, Sewer , 
Improvement 
Plan Offered 


Long Declares 'Time 
Of Decision Here And 
Now'; Traffic Heavy 


A four-year plan for street and 


sewer 
improvement has been 


presented the Mayor and Coun- 
cil by John J. Long, commis- 
sioner of streets and public prop- 
erty. 


Its purpose. Long .said, is good 


business and depends on the co- 
operation of the Mayor and Coun- 
cil, and a bond issue earmarked 
specifically for street and sewer 
work. 


This four-year plan is determ- 


ined by priority of urgency and 
the per cent of money spent and 
work completed in the city's five 
districts. 


"Keep in mind that fer every 


paved mile of improved streets, 
the State of Maryland reimburs- 
es the city $800 per year. Also, 
those state of Maryland urban 
development funds not used are 
not held for the ctiy. 


Challenge Noted 


"The 
present needs of the 


streets and sewers challenges 
this Mayor and Council. There 
has never been a complete city- 
wide capital improvement street 
and sewer program for Cumber- 
land. The Thruway will be com- 
pleted in a few years, and Cum- 
berland's adjoining streets should 
be as modern as the Thruway. 
The trend of increased automo- 
bile traffic makes such a plan 


necessity: Furthermore^' the 


citizens of Cumberland, paying 
the highest lax, rate in the state, 
deserve modern streets." he said 
in introducing the program. 


To finance the program, Long 


urged the 'Mayor and Council to 
borrow $500,000 and earmark it 
for streets and sewers. This will 


returned in liens, street and 


federal aid, and savings on oil 
and maintenance. 


He said it will be economical 


and good business to get rid of 
:he established program of oil- 
ing streets. 
Nothing much is 


gained, but it costs thousands of 
jollars annually. Muqh of it en- 
ters the sewers and presents 
another problem. 


Property Owners To Pay 


A new plan of assessing prop- 


erty owners for costs of newly 
improved streets should be ex- 
plored and then placed into law 
by ordinance. 


For example, he said, a revolv- 


ing fund would be set up and it 
would consist of funds from pay- 
ment by property owners for 
street improvements. 


This payment by the property 


owner, which would be the same 
for all. would be a joint proposi- 
tion with the city paying a set 
amount and the resident * set 
amount. Long explained. 


Payments per front foot of im- 


provement would be the same for 
all property owners in all dis- 
tricts of the city. The fairness of 
such a plan, he pointed out. is 
that all citizens of Cumberland 
use all city streets and in this 
way all citizens would contribute 
o the cost of new street work by 
way of their tax burden. 


This Mayor and Council,must 


realize the seriousness 
of the 


situation and of the necessity for 
a solution, or suffer the eventual 
consequences of indifference, the 
commissioner declared. 


Street construction costs today 


ire more than double what they 
vcre a decade ago. .This is the 
result of inflationary trends. 


Time of Decision Now 


"Can we afford it? A better 


question would be—Can we afford 
not to have it? Cumberland ap- 
parently aims jls every effort to 
upply its citizens with what it 
hinks they should have, —flood 
control, sewage plant, a Thru- 
vay. etc. Can such a city neglect 


supply its citizens with the 


most primary necessity of all- 
he means oLtransportation? 


"The time of decision is here 


and now. Already there is evident 
ncreasing strangulation of auto- 
motive transportation due to the 
ack of adequate streets, that if 
continued much further will jeop- 
ardize the very life of the city.

That-section-provides-that "ii 


all elections for directors or man- 
agers of incorporated cBmpanies, 
every stockholder shall have the 
right lo vote...for the number of 
shares of stock owned by him..." 


Despite this rather plain lan- 


guage, the Legislature some 50 
years ago provided that corpora- 
tion stock could be divided into 
classes—non-voting, limited voting 
and full-voting rights.

About two years ago the State 


Supreme Court held in -a t e s t 
case that the statute was uncon- 
stitutional, and the Legislature 
proposed to remedy the situation 
through the amendment..11 would 
allow' corporations to issue mul- 
tiple types of stock, including 
non-voting shares.

and enlisted ^men. A summary 
court martial, heard by one offi 
cer, is for minor infractions, and 
a general court hears the most 
serious charges. 


The defendants, who range from 


19, to 24 years, are accused of 
being drunk and disorderly at a 
party for departing comrades at 
the Otter Point Boat Club. A near- 
by resident complained of the 
noise, and State Police arrested 
the men and turned them over to 
Army officials. 


One of the accused aired his 


gripe in a lengthy letter to Balti- 
more attorney Hyman Pressman, 
who said he has agreed to serve 
as their counsel without fee. Press- 
man urged Army Secretary Bruck- 
er in a letter to "intervene and 
prevent the destruction" of en- 
listed men's morale at the base.
